The Venice School District 
will try again — for the fourth 
time in 15 months — to obtain 
voter apprbval of an increase in 
the district's educational fund 
tax rate in a referendum Oct. 
25. 


Decision to conduct another 
referendum in an effort to in- 
crease ‘school district revenue 
in the face of a growing 
financial deficit was reached by 
School Board members in a 
special meeting Thursday 
night. 

The board agreed — in view of 
the heavy opposition to a 


Proposed 80-cent rate increase. 


which was defeated last 
December to seek voter 
approval of a 50-cent rate in- 
crease in the Oct. 25 election. 

The new vote on a tax rate 
increase proposal follows 
adoption by the Schoo! Board in 
mid-September of a 1974-75 
budget and tax levy reflecting a 
$298,000 deficit, with most of the 
fund shortage projected in the 
educational fund. 

School Superintendent Robert 
Vickers said the higher rate in 
the educational fund will be 
necessary to borrow. sufficient 
money through the sale of 
anticipation warrants to meet 
expenses during the remainder 
of the current school year which 
ends June 30, 1975. 

Vickers said the district 
expects to borrow $400,000 to 
meet expenses this year, but 
that the potential educational 
fund revenue from the present 
maximum tax rate of $2.05 per 
$100 assessed valuation will 


not justify anticipation to that 
extent. 

He explained that the banks 
have limited the sale of school 
district anticipation warrants to 
60 per cent of the expected tax 
revenue, instead of the 75 per 
cent allowed under the state 
law. This, he siad, , would limit 
the di t to a loan of about 
$360,000. 

Vickers said that if the voters 
approve an educational fund tax 
rate increase of 50 cents per 
$100 valuation, raising the 
maximum rate to $2.55, a 
$400,000 loan would be possible. 

“We hope to raise the rate 
enough’ to prevent our 
borrowing on ‘‘second-year 
anticipation warrants to raise 
all of the money we will need to 
meet this year’s expenses,” 
Vickers said. 

Sale of second-year an- 
ticipation warrants would 
require repayment of the loan 
from taxes éxtended under the 
1975-76 budget and tax levy. 

The Venice district first 
sought approval of a $1.20 rate 
increase in June, 1973, but that 
proposal was given a thumping 
defeat in 239 “‘no” votes and 93 
in favor. 

In December 1973, the district 
held a second referendum, this 
time on a proposed 80-cent rate 
increase, It was defeated at that 
time by only 39 votes, with 211 
voting in favor and 250 against 
the proposal. 

The third vote, also on a 
proposed 80-cent increase, 
ended March 1 in defeat 345 to 
221

prohibited 

Only exception to this rule, a 
university sopkesman said, is 
the service of beer and wine at 
the Faculty Club under a permit 
issued only for the club quar- 
ters, which are in a separate 
building located west of and 
outside the academic core area

Portell said. there were no 
major problems and .ac- 
cumulated drainage ‘was 
cleared within half an hour

after power was restored. 
Several business establish- 
ments had to close during the 
power outage. Customers were 
denied entry to several major 
stores while the lights were out. 


Most of the restaurants. along 
Nameoki and Johnson Roads 
had to halt service to 
customers, as the lack of 
electricity prevented some of 
the cooking.

Master degree 
in urban study 


_ Amaster of science degree in 
urban studies will be offered at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville for the first time 
this fall, Gilbert Rutman, 
director of the program, noted 
during the weekend. 

“The urban studies program 
is designed to-link the university 
with its urban environment by 
involving the faculty and 
students in the process of 
solving ongoing’ yrban 
problems,” Rutman com- 
mented. 

People who may be interested 
in the program include those 
currently employed by 
governmental agencies in ur- 
ban areas who want advanced 
training, those who require 
graduate training to qualify for 
occupations related to 
providing urban services, and 
those who wish to increase their 
undergraduate specializations, 
Rutman said. 

The studies borrow resources 
from the Schools of Business, 
Edueation and Social Science 
and the Center for Urban and 
Environmental Research and 
Services. 

“Our urban problems are not 
solely psychological, govern- 
mental, economic or 
sociologieal, but all of them,” 
Rutman said. ‘We want to help 
a student develop his skills in 
solving those problems..” 

Students will begin their 
studies in established fields of 
concentration, move to in 
terrelated fields, spend time in 
problem-solving in a regionally- 
oriented laboratory, and 
complete their work in ap 
prenticeship training in the 
community. 

The in-service training 
program in an urban agency, 
which is required for 
graduation, represents a key 
link between SIUFE and the 
urban regions served by the 
university, Rutman_ believes. 

Research assistantships plus 
tuition waivers are available to 
qualified. students. Additional 
information may be obtained 
from the director of the urban 
studies program at the 
university.

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Steelmaking growth here will be affected by extent to which the staff, 
community and region show National Steel.it is welcome and appreciated 


National Steel Corporation, by 
most yardsticks, has been a genuine 
friend and valuable asset to the 
Quad-Cities and the St. Louis 
metropolitan area ever since it 
acquired Granite City Steel three 
years ago. 

That it is receiving ‘‘the back of 
the hand”’ on several fronts this year 
is probably surprising and sad- 
dening to the parent company, it can 
be surmised with a bit of ‘reading 
between the lines.” : 

More in sorrow than in anger, 
National Steel may react by placing 
less emphasis on .expansion of 
steelmaking here and instead look 
elsewhere to establish additional 
facilities. 

If this happens, it could cost this 
community and region aimmense 
amount of investment, construction, 
jobs, production capacity and 
economic prosperity. 

This would be a shame because, 
deep down, there is wide acceptance 
of National Steel here and great ap- 
preciation for its 1971 vote of con- 
fidence in the Quad-Cities. Maybe it 
is time that Quad-Cityans voice a bit 
of confidence in National Steel. 

+++ 

_ Whether by coincidence or at the 
instigation of a few people, a lot has 
been ha pening in an apparent ef- 
fort to blur the big firm’s image. It’s 
almost as if the current fad is to play 
a children’s game and keep placing 
a symbolic ‘“‘kick me’ label on 
National’s back. 

ASt. Louis newpaper — convinced 
the merger never should have been 
allowed despite the overwhelming 
financial evidence that the merger 
was a necessary step — has suc- 
ceeded in prodding the Justice 
Department to reopen its study and 
perhaps force some form of 
separation. This would be terribly 
bad news despite some employes’ 
yearning for what they recall as 
“the good old days.”’ 

Sales policies have been criticized, 
although there is no way in the 
current steel shortage that a 
manufacturer can fully supply allits 
secondary customers. Challenges to 
what the management sees as its 
“right to manage” also can com- 
plicate attempts to make output 
match record demand. 

Heavy emphasis has been given to 
the local plant’s links to the quality 
of air in the St. Louis metropolitan 
area. State findings show the Quad- 
Cities have no problems ‘related to 
sulfur dioxide or other forms of air 
pollution with a single exception — 
suspended particulate. 

Fine dust particles exceed desired 
levels at fionitoring points ringing 
the plant. 

e statistics have led to local air 
being called ‘“‘the dirtiest in 
Illinois,”’ although the absence of 
detection devices at so many places 
raises questions as to whether such 
an assertion can be substantiated. In 
any case, all parties recognize the 
importance of air purity and have 
been trying to achieve it. 

Current remedial efforts are ham- 
pered by a difference of opinion over 
the type of hood mechanism most 
likely to suppress coke oven 
emissions. Instead of direct dialogue 
that perhaps could lead to a quick 
decision, the state has adopted an 
adversary procedure under which 


long, frequent formal hearings are 
held. Court reporters transcribe 
every word, and opposing legal 
teams earn astronomical fees. 

In addition to the differing 
engineering theories of the company 
and state, a new kind of difference of 
opinion developed this month. The 
Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency and Illinois Pollution Con- 
trol Board apparently headed in op- 
posite directions over local anti- 
pollution progress, the steelmaker 
1s caught in the middle and is being 
threatened with potential fines and 
penalties. 

+++ 

A company’s right to operate its 
facilities has certain valid limits. 
empboye rights properly have been 
expanded in.many ways, here and 
across the nation. Still, everyone 
stands to lose if procedural patterns 
become so unique that a plant 
acquires an ‘excessive production 
costs”’ tag. 

Steps to seek greater procedural 
uniformity have panicked some em- 
ploye representatives into what they 
see as a “‘fight for survival.’’ The 
fight has taken diverse twists, in- 
cluding efforts to encourage federal 
intervention in the merger and even 
opposition to charitable agency 
solicitation. 

A potentially long strike was seen 
earlier as an Aug. 1 possibility. It, of 
course, didn’t happen. All parties 
saw there was much to lose as well 
as gain, and the unprecedented need 


- for steel also argued against such a 


confrontation. But an impasse, a 
tacit agreement to disagree, is not 
nearly as good as a mutually 
satisfying solution. 

No attempt to assess who is right 
or wrong on this point is intended in 
this commentary. But the work rules 
issue is mentioned as one of the fac- 
tors affecting the outlook for a 
“bigger and better future’’ for the 


‘plant.

Both corporate and division of- 
ficials have made it clear on several 
occasions that they have been 
studying major expansion of Granite 
City production facilities. 

Acquisition“of the former General 
Steel Industries-Castings Division 
plant here early this year seemed to 
add substance to Granite City Steel’s 
growth prospects 

Considerable expansion has oc- 
curred, but hopes for even bigger 
breakthroughs so far remain 
unrealized. 

Odds now may favor a buildup in- 
stead at the other division which 
shares many of Granite City Steel’s 
executives, Midwest Steel. Located 
in the Chicago area but across the 
state line, Midwest is relatively free 
of pollution fights, procedural un- 
certainties and divestiture talk. 

Granite City Steel once had “all its 
eggs in one basket”’; its only produc- 
tion site was its local plant. The 
current owner has many options and 
prerogatives and obviously must 
seriously consider them. 

We feel National Steel’s best in- 
terests would be served by 
materially increasing the scope and 
size of its operations in the Quad- 
Cities. Whether this will happen may 
be doubtful unless the expansion 
goal is happily and affirmatively 
embraced by the staff, community 
and region. 


Anti-burglar efforts during vacations 


To the Editor: 

As I am sure you are well 
aware, the Madison County 
Sheriff's Department has been 
conducting a Vacation Check 
Program for residents of the 
unincorporated areas of 
Madison County. 

Since the initiation of the 
program in June of this year, 
over 400 separate check 
requests have been received 
and over 5,000 individual checks 
have been made. 

Though normally homes left 
vacant for vacation were the 
most susceptible to burglary, 
the fact that they were being 
checked appears to have af- 
fected that susceptibility, ‘in 


that of the 400-plus homes, only 
two had been successfully 
burglarized. 

I am well satisfied with the 
Vacation Check Program and 
intend to continue it even 
through the winter months. 

But I think we have to give 
credit where credit is due and 
the Vacation Check Program 
would not be worthwhile at all if 
the public was not aware of the 
program’s availability. 

In this respect, your 
newspaper and all area news 
media have contributed greatly 
to the success of the program. 

Had the program not been 
publicized, ‘then, of course, the 
residents would not have known 


of its existence. It was only 
through the efforts of the news 
media that the large par- 
ticipation by residents was 
possible. 

I would like to extend my 
gratitude and appreciation for 
the efforts of your newspaper to 
aid in protecting the residents of 
Madisgn County by publicizing 
the availability of the Vacation 
Check Program. 

Again, thank you for your 
help and I look forward to 
working with the media on 
projects such as this in the 
future.

Based on the Congressional 
charter empowering the 
American Red Cross to act in 
matters of voluntary relief, 
service programs for members 
of the military forces and their 
families have grown to en- 
compass a8 a major purpose 
assistance in maintaining the 
morale of servicemen and 
veterans. . 

To perform these services 
requires a joint effort of the 
national organization and its 
3,200 chapters—including the 
Tri-City Chapter, a member 


United Way. Mrs. 
Overbeck is the chapter’s 
executive director. 

The national organization 
maintains a staff, stationed 
with land-based U.S. forces 
around the world, whose ser- 
vices are available to all 
military personnel. : 

Chapters provide counterpart 
facilities in the servicemen’s 
home community through the 
Home Service programs. 

Statistics give some idea of 
the services performed. Last 
year, the Red Cross helped an 
average of 600,909 families each 
month. The number of volun- 
teer hours given in Red Cross 
service to servicemen, veterans 
and their families totaled in the 
millions. 

Likewise, the total services 
performed for members of the 
armed forces and their families 
in 1973 amounted to millions. 

At the height of the Vietnam 
War, emergency messages 
alone—handled for servicemen 
in Vietnam regarding personal 
and family problems— 
averaged more than 30,000 a 
month. 

And Red Cross recreation

traveled more than 27,000 miles 
a month to bring recreation 
programs to about 300,000,men 
each month. 

In the eight years that the Red 
Cross operated in Vietnam, it 
handled more than 2,168,000 
emergency communications 
between servicemen and their 
families—and the Red Cross 
paid for telephone calls home, 
made by 112,453 patients after 
their evacuation from Vietnam. 

It sent 2,950,000 Christmas 
packages ‘to servicemen 
through the Red Cross Shop 
Early program. 

Emergency leaves are 
requested through the Red 
Cross, although the actual 
approval of such leaves depends 
on the designated military 
authority---based on facts 
supplied by the Red Cross. 

Emergency financial aid also 
is given by the Red Cross— 
either in the form of loans that 
must be repaid or in outright 
grants that need not be repaid, 
depending on the resources of 
the serviceman's family. 

Disaster services are the 
most visible of the Red Cross 
services today. 

Last year, a total of 68,119 
families, including 227,957 in- 
dividuals, received Red Cross 
aid in disasters, such as floods 
and tornadoes. 

Not only are the victims of 
disasters helped, but volunteers 
who work in disaster areas 
receive food and coffee from 
Red Cross volunteers, as well as 
from Salvation Army  volun- 
teers. 

Many words of praise for the 
Red Cross were written during 
last year’s floods in’ the local 
area 


The Red Cross never takes 
liens on property and -never 
sells food or any other disaster 
supplies. 

All Red Cross assistance to 
disaster victims is an outright 


t. 

Red Cross aid, however, is not 
meant to be a substitute for 
insurance, and it is not given to 
those who have adequate 
resources for effecting their 
own recovery. It goes only to 
those in need. 

Emergency nursing service is 
another function of the Red 
Cross in which thousands of 
volunteer registered nurses are 
made available to provide 
medical treatment in caring for 
disaster victims, serving in the 
Red Cross blood program, 
helping public _—ihealth 
authorities with immunization 
and testing programs, and 
staffing first-aid stations at 
pul or community 
gatherings. 

‘The blood program itself is a 
monumental undertaking—one 
that provides about 50 per cent 
of the blood needs of the nation. 
All blood is given by voluntary 
donors, and no charge is ever 
made for the blood or the blood 
products themselves. 

Most hospitals charge for 
administering blood, but no 
money is paid to the Red Cross 
for the blood. It became 
necessary recently to charge 
for the collecting, cross- 
matching and processing, 
because the cost was too great 
for the Red Cross to absorb. 

There is no charge for the 
blood itself.

Earlier this year, the Red 
Cross observed the 60th an- 
niversary of its water safety 
program. The program was 
developed to reduce drownings 
by developing water-safety 
skills and by _ training 
lifeguards. 

This year, a man employed 
locally completed 1,000 miles of 


noontime swimming at the Tri- 
City Area YMCA in a program 
he started as a member of the 
Red Cross “swim for life’ 
group. 

Partly through the efforts of 
the water safety program, the 
drowning rate in the U.S. has 
been. cut from 10 per 100,000 in

During the past year, the Red 
Cross Water Safety Service 
devoted more than 7,600,000 
hours to training persons in 
swimming, lifesaving and 
small-craft safety classes 
conducted the | 2,200 
chapters that offer the courses. 

The goal of Red Cross is to 
make every American a 
swimmer and every swimmer a 
lifesaver. 

The services cited give just a 
partial picture of the, Red 
Cross's value to Quad-Cityans. 

Through the International 
Red Cross, additional services 
are rendered in such areas as 
prisoner exchanges, food 
parcels for prisoners of war, 
relief for wounded combatants, 
aid during international 
eastrophes, and search for 
missing persons. 

Red Cross, staff salaries are 
in line with or less than those 
paid by other health and 
welfare organizations---and 
well below salaries paid by 
private industry. 

The principal officer .of the 
American Red Cross is the 
chairman, who is appointed by 
the president of the United 
States. 


The chairman is a volunteer 
and receives no salary. The 50 
members of the board of 
governors are also volunteers.

The bill, which is effective 
tomorrow, provides for licen- 
sing and the adoption of rules 
and regulations to establish 
minimum standards for the 
design and operation of public 
swimming pools and beaches. 

Verdun Randolph, associate 
director of Consumer Health 
Protection, advised that next 
week's hearing is for the pur- 
-pose of considering the adoption 
of existing minimum sanitary 
requirements for swimming 
_-pools as an interim measure 
until new standards are ready 
for revision early next year. 

Park Board Secretary Frank 
R. Rea said “The bill should not 
affect the Wilson Park swim- 
ming pool. 

“We have complied 100 per 
cent over the years with state 
regulations and have made 
changes whenever necessary,” 
he said. 

Although the Wilson Park 
pool may be in full accordance 
with existing regulations, it is 
having problems, according to a 
report given to the board on the 
condition of the local pool. It 
said that the park district may 
have to replace all water and 
drainage lines to correct 
seepage problems. 

Brown reported that on at 
least one occasion when the 
pool was drained, five-feet of 
water seeped in during the 
night. 

Speculation that water may 
be backing up through drainage 
lines due to the high water-level 
in this area was expressed. 

Willard, Givens and 
Associates have been contacted 
to test the lines once the bottom 
of the pool has been removed.

The signals will be con- 
tinuously monitored and 
evaluated by heart specialists 
at St. Francis.

Excess hospital beds 


in region are forecast 


The St. Louis metropolitan 
area will have sufficient 
hospital bed capacity to support 
a population at least 21 per cent 
greater than the 1970 population 
when all proposed expansions 
and new hospitals are com- 


; pleted, according to a study 


released Friday by the Center 
for Urban and Environmental 
Research and Services of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 2 

The study, conducted by 
David Ault, associate professor 
of economics at SIUE, suggests 
that’ all proposed hospital 
construction in St. Louis County 
appears warranted. 

‘The study also says that the 
construction of proposed 
suburban hospitals will not

adversely affect the occupancy 
rates of inner city hospitals as 
long as physicians retain their 
affiliations with the older 
hospitals. 

Contemplated hospital ex- 
pansion in Belleville, and the 
construction of the Oliver C. 
Anderson Memorial Hospital in 
Madison County will create 
occupancy problems in 
Highland, East St. Louis and 
other hospitals unless they can 
attract patients from other 
areas, the study contends. 

According to Ault, the major 
difficulty encountered in the 
expansion of hospitals in St. 
Louis County is the effect of 
these increases in bed capacity 
on the occupancy rates of 
hospitals «in Madison and St.

Clair Counties in Illinois and 
Franklin,’ Jefferson and St. 
Charles Counties in Missouri. 

In addition to the study of the 
effects of new construcfion and 
expansions on the occupancy 
rates of existing hospitals, the 
research investigated the 
financial vialbility of the 
hospitals, the need for hospital 
beds in the area, and the ap- 
propriate geographical 
distribution of hospital 
facilities. 

“The Tlinois area presents 
some difficult problems for 
hospital planners and ad- 
ministrators,” Ault says. 

“The expansion of hospital 
capacity in north St. Louis 
County will cause the Alton 
hospitals to lose that portion of 
their service areas in St. 
Charles and St. Louis County. 

“The declining population of 
East St. Louis in conjunction 
with the completed expansion 
of Granite City’s St. Elizabeth 
Hospital, the proposed ex- 
pansion in Belleville and the 
recently begun Anderson 
Memorial will create excess 
capacity.” 

Ault said pressure will build 
to reduce the number of hospital 
beds in East St. Louis unless the 
population trend in that city is 
reversed. 

‘The study predicts that if 
population continues to decline 
in East St. Louis, by 1980 one of 
the three hospitals serving that 
area, Centreville Township, 
Christian Welfare and St. 
Mary's,’ will have to be con- 
verted from a_ short-stay 
hospital to some other use. 

“The construction of Oliver C. 
Anderson Memorial Hospital at 
the junction of Illinois Routes 
159 and 162 will create occupan- 
cy problems for St. Joseph’s of 
Highland and St. Elizabeth of 
Granite City,"’ the study states. 

“Anderson has a projected 
occupancy rate of less than 60 
per cent and the smallest 
financial surplus of the new 
hospitals proposed. 

“The current construction of 
Anderson Memorial appears to 
make the 1972 expansion of 
Granite City's St. Elizabeth 
redundant. This expansion 
appears to have provided 
enough beds to adequately 
serve the communities of 
Edwardsville and Collinsville." 

The region included in the 
study is described as the St. 
Louis Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area (SMSA), 
composed of the City of St. 
Louis, the Missouri counties of 
Franklin, Jefferson, St. Louis 
and St. Charles, and the Illinois 
counties of Madison and St. 
Clair. 

The area had a population of 
2,363,017 in 1970. A. recent 
Bureay of the Census estimate 


indicates the overall population * 


has declined.0.5 per cent since 
1970 

According to the study, the 
SMSA -has 12,217 beds in 41 
short-stay, general medical- 
surgical hospitals in 1972. If all! 
planned expansions and 
proposed hospitals are con- 
structed, the number of beds 
will increase to 13,939.

Residents of the state’s adult 
correctional institutions are 
now participating in formal, 
written program agreements 
cpmmitting themselves to the 
attainment of specific 
behavioral objectives. 

Illinois Department of 
Corrections Director Allyn R. 
Sielaff said the agreements are 
a vital part of the agency’s 
comprehensive case 
management system, which 
guarantees the delivery of in- 
tensive counseling services to 
each resident on a regular 
basis. 

The program agreements 
involve each ‘ offender in 
planning and development of 
the rehabilitative program in 
which he agrees to participate 
until his release from the in- 
stitution on parole. 

Sielaff said a significant part 
of the system is a program 
planning summary which lists 
the resident’s strengths and 
weaknesses, his long-term goals 
(for example, completing his 
high school education, ob- 
taining welding training and 
experience, or receiving a 
favorable | parole recom- 
mendation) and__ possible 
program objectives related to 
thase goals. 

Although the agreement is 


formal, it is sufficiently flexible 
to allow for: re-evaluation and 
revision should the resident 
encounter difficulty in his 
assignment at the institution. 

Sielaff said the primary goal 
of the system is to. provide . 
accessible and responsive 
assistance to each resident. in 
the planning and preparation 
for his future, both while he is in 
an institution and upon his 
return to the free society. 

He emphasized that im- 
mediate objectives of the case 
management system are: 1) toe 
reduce counseling caseloads 
and maintain them at a 
maximum level of from 75 to 100 
residents ‘per counselor; 2) 
systematic assignment of a 
counselor to every resident in 
the Adult Division; 3) formal 
contact at least ‘every three 
months between the counselor 
and each resident on his 
caseload for the purpose of 
personal counseling and 
program planning; and 4) 
establishment: of a formal 
method of case reporting, 
monitoring and supervision for 
the agency’s correctional 
counselors. 

‘The corrections department 
currently employs 65 counselors 
and five casework supervisors 
in its adult institutions. A year 


ago, there were 45 counselors 
and no casework supervisors. 
Sielaff said it is planned to hire 
10 additional lors’ and’ 
four more gasework super 
visors, which will give a grand 
total by year’s end of 75 
caseworkers and nine casework 
su, in adult faciliti 
These professional staff 
members are’ augmented at. 
each facility by a 
professionally-trained assistant 
warden in charge of program 
services and a clinical services 
supervisor—a key executive 
who administers clinital ser- 
vices and cor misipeting a8 apart of 
the total programming for the 
institutional population. 


“Through the case 
management system,” Sielaff 
said, ‘“‘the Department’ of 
Corrections is providing each 
resident with a greater stake in 
his own future—an opportunity 
to more effectively utilize 
educational, vocational and 
rehabilitative resources, in 
keeping with his own needs. 

“In so doing, he will not only 
profit more from his experience 
while incarcerated, but he will 
be better prepared to ef- 
fectively adjust, once he makes 
parole and returns to the free 
community.”

New baby requires 
a diaper decision 


Anew baby demands a diaper 
decision. and economy will 
probably be an important factor 
to consider along with con 
venience and ease for the new 
mother. 

Barbara Bubar, University of 
Illihois Extension family 
economics specialist, points out 
three primary alternatives: a 
diaper service, cloth diapers, or 
disposable diapers. 

‘The cost of the various diaper 
alternatives depends to some 
extent on the frequency the 
baby is changed, on the baby’s 
susceptibility to diaper rash, 
and on the number of extra 
diapers used for other purpose: 
such as burping cloths or lap 
protectors. 

Most diaper services suggest 
that a new baby needs the 
greatest number of diapers 
during the first month—about 90 
_a week. The cost varies from 
“about $15 to $19 a month for a 
diaper service, depending on 
the number of diapers provided. 

Buying cloth diapers and 
caring for them yourself 
requires only the initial! in- 
vestment in diapers, plus the 
weekly washing expense for 
detergent, water and elec- 
tricity. Diaper costs range from 
about’$5 to $7.50 a dozen. 

If you buy the suggested three 
to four dozen, the investment 
totals $15 to $30. In addition, you 
need to give some attention to 
the wear and tear on the washer 
and dryer—not to mention the 
person responsible for laun- 
dering the diapers. 

The third alternative is 


disposable diapers—use once 
and throw away. 
Companies produce 
disposable diapers in several 
sizes—newborm, medium, 
toddler, overnight, and so on 
Because disposable diapers 
have a plastic lining, a baby 
wearing them tends to be 
changed less frequently than a 
baby wearing cloth dispers. 


The cost of a week's or 
month's supply of disposable 
diapers can vary significantly, 
depending on the brand pur- 
chased and the number worn. 

However, for purposes of 
comparison, Mrs. Bubar 
estimates a week's supply of 
medium-sized disposable 
diapers to be about 60 at a to 
cost of about $3.75—roughly 
$1.80 for a box of 30. 

A comparison of the ap- 
proximate monthly cost for the 
three alternatives shows 
diaper service, $15 to $19 per 
month; your own cloth diapers, 
$1 to $2 a month for detergent, 
water, electricity; disposable 
diapers, $15 per month. 

Obviously, cloth diapers that 
you own and launder are the 
least expensive, while 
disposable diapers and a diaper 
service cost about the same. 

But it’s important not to 
overlook added wear and tear 
on equipment and possible 
fatigue of the mother if she 
launders the diapers. 

Many parents compromise by * 
using cloth diapers for at-home 
use and disposable diapers for 
visiting or traveling

Earlier display of 
car licenses in '75

A new law allowing display. of 
passenger car license plates;on 
Novy. 1, as opposed to Dec. 1, 
becomes effective Oct. 1 
However, Ilinoisans won't be 
doing it this year. 

“Arrangements cannot |be 
made to implement the new 
procedure this year,” explained 
a spokesman from Secretary of 
State Michael Howlett’s offize. 
“However, it is hoped that it can 
be worked out by 1975.” 

The spokesman indicated that 
many things would be involved 
in meeting the earlier display 
date. For example, deadlines 
have already been set with the 
company producing the plates. 

The secretary's office will 
process approximately five 
million passenger ‘car plates 
this year. The 1975 plates, which 
can be attached Dec. 1, are 
yellow letters on a black 
background in commemoration 
of the Caterpillar Tractor 
Company's 50th anniversary as 
an Illinois employer. 

Other legislation which 
becomes effective Oct. 1 in- 
cludes laws which 

—Exempt from registration 
state-owned and operated 
vehicles. Heretofore, these 
vehicles, and those ‘owned by 
any "state agency financed by 
funds appropriated by the 
Geheral \ Assembly, ware 
assessed $5 for a two-year 
registration period 


—Regulate collection 


agencies. The Department, of. 


Registration and Education 
receives the authority to 
prohibit agencies from prac- 
tices such as violence to the 
debtor; using profane, obscene 
or abusive language; 
harassment; and disclosure ‘of 
credit information to persons 
with no legitimate business 
need for the information. 
—Exempt the federal 
nutrition program for the 
elderly from the state sales tax. 
This enables senior citizens to a 


sales tax exemption on their 
cash contributions for the 
federal meals they receive. 

—Broaden state aid to non- 
public colleges and universities 
this year, and increase the aid 
by more than $1 milion starting 
in fiscal 1976. The law revises 
the state aid formula to provide 
a $100 payment to the private 
colleges and universities for 
each freshman and sophomore 
who is an Illinois resident. 

—Reduce from 25,000 to 15,000 
the minimum population for a 
hospital district, provided it 
includes at least one entire 
county. 

—Authorize licensing 
animal health technicians 
perform certain tasks. 

Recent bills signed into law 
by Gov. Dan Walker, which 
became effective immediately, 
include: 

New regulations for school 
buses which require these 
additional safety devices— 
amber flashing lights in ad- 
dition to red lights; a “stop” 
arm on the driver's side; a 
chemical fire extinguisher and 
a first-aid kit. 

School bus drivers must also 
attend a school bus safety 
course, pass a special written 
test on safety and operation, 
and obtain a special permit 
issued after applicants have 
passed health examinations and 
checks of their traffic records. 

Every public school must 
include instruction in school bus 
safety for pupils who travel by 
bus. The instruction must in- 
clude emergency evacuation 
drills.

State election called

Dullest election in Illinois 

history. 

That’s the unvarying tone of 
reports flowing back to this 
capital city from throughout the 
state. There are predictions 
that the November-election day 
turnout could be one of the 
smallest on record. 

The situation in Illinois in 
large measure reflects the 
unprecedented disillusionment 
with politics and politicians 
which is affecting the entire 


‘dull: fear low turnout 


Cook County suburban areas 
and Downstate can be expected 
to stay away from the polls on 
election day, expressing ‘a 
latent shock and dismay over 
Watergate. 

What political interest there 
is in Mlinois at this relatively 
late date in the campaign is 


United States because of the 4 


Watergate tragedy. 

But there are special factors 
that contribute to the deep 
political apathy in this state. 

First of all, there is no 
statewide race of interest. The 
first post-Labor Day polls 
available confirm what has 
been accepted at the Capitol for 
weeks, Democratic incumbent 
Adlai E. Stevenson is runnig so 
far ahead in the U. S. Senate 
race as to make the campaign 
virtually meaningless. 

Republicans do have a well- 
qualified candidate in former 
legislator George Burditt, but 
the political facts of life are that 
he remains almost as much a 
political unknown as he was 
when chosen as the candidate 
last spring. 

Polls show Stevenson rolling 
up close to 70 per cent of the 
vote and this is not likely to 
change 

Surpisingly, early polls show 
a compatatively close race for 
the other statewide office at 
stake, treasurer. 

Democratic incumbent Alan 
J. Dixon has a moderate lead 
over Springfield Republican 
Harry Page. 

About a third of those keing 
polled, however, express 
themselves as undecided in this 
race, Some political observers 
believe the undecided vote is 
high because most people are 
unfamiliar with the state 
treasurer's office and the two 
men running for it. 

Both Page and Dixon are 
known to be having trouble 
raising campaign funds. This is 
a bad year to be asking for 
political contributions and 
especially in a race for an office 
considered to be comparatively 
minor. 

An apathetic electorate and a 
low turnout on election day 
would probably assure Dixon's 
re-election. 

The Chicago machine of 
Mayor Richard J. Daley may be 
aging along with the mayor, but
